695 voters, at the Special Town 
Meeting Monday night, voted to 
erect a $489,000 Library at the 
old St Thomas church site, against 
an expensive elementary school on 
Shawsheen Ave, for the Shawsheen 
Regional Technical ~ Vocational 
School, and for an amended Dog 
Leash Law.

Neilson, publisher of the Town

Not voted was the proposed re- 
zoning of land between Middlesex 
Avenue and Concord Street.

Harold Shea, Superintendent of 
Schools, spoke for ten minutes. He

many more in the next four years. 

He warned that there would be 
only four extra classrooms in the 
fall of 1968--those in the Center 
School. ‘If we continue to send 
youngsters to dilapidated schools, 
‘we are going to pay for it,’ 

Speaking of the future, Shea said, 
In regard to kindergartens and 
special classes the first thing the 
School Committee will have to do 
4s to take care of our nominal 
enrollment, and at the same time, 
it must be prepared to take care 
of the additional (classes).’ 

Shea declared that the Wilming- 
ton School Committee had been 
very moderate. He said he had 
been asked a question ~ if he was 
going to threaten the town with 
double sessions, and the answer 
was no, But, he added, if there 
are to be double sessions now, 
the state law is that schools are 
to be open five hours, and that 
means one class from seven am 
to noon, and another starting at 
12330 pm to 6:00 pm. 

Rene LaRivee wanted to know the 
impact on the tax rate. Charles 
Burt of the Finance Committee 
sald the operating costs were up 
to the Superiiitendent of Schools. 
LaRivee then said he meant the 
construction, and Burt said ‘about 
$1 and a quarter’, after which 
Callan said the town would be reim- 
bursed 50% by the state, 

Dick Barry of the Finance Com- 
mittee rose, The Finance 
Committee’s objections, he said, 
was not based on an Inability of 
the School Department to justify 
classrooms. It was based on the 
comparison of the costs of the 
Woburn Street School and this 
proposed school, This school, 
with two more classrooms, was 
going to cost $600,000 more,

Michelson also warned that the 
cost of bonds would be increasing, 
and that it.may cost a similar 
amount, or more money, for a 
lesser school six months from 
now. 

Allick Epstein was the next 
speaker, He was disturbed about 
the costs, and declared that ‘we 
can build a school for less than 
$30,000 a classroom’. 

Referring to the PBC architect, 
Epstein reminded the town meeting 
that the first proposal for a li- 
brary had been for $880,000, and 
now there was a different archi- 
tect, and the library was going to 
cost $500,000 -- ‘And that’s my 
point!’

Joe Courtney; of the Finance 
Committee. The Finance Com- 
mittee, he sald, was not critici- 
sing the School Superintendent, of 
the School Committee, or the Per 
manent Building Committee. It 
does not argue that something in 
education is too expensive or a 
luxury. 

But, he said, it is difficult to 
understand the costs of the Wo- 
burn Street School, which up to 
this time has been the most ex- 
pensive elementary school, and 
now there is the proposed Shaw-

The thing that bothered the Fi- 
nance Committee, Courtney said, 
was the enormous increases In size 
of such things as the kitchen, the 
boiler room, the maintenance 
rooms, etc, At the price of $25 
a square foot, every thousand 
square feet means another $25,000, 
and janitors, and such employees 
need an additional 4000 square feet 
That means an additional $100,000 
in cost of construction, and for 
every $100,000 in construction, 
there is Likely to be an additional 
$100,000 in bond costs. Last week 
a town in a western state, with 
a Triple A rating, had to pay 
6% for bonds, and Wilmington is 
a Double A town, 

We are going to have to face 
up to the Operating Costs, Courtney 
declared, ‘and if we can save a 
fraction of a million on construc- 
tion, then we can save a fraction 
of a million on interest costs.’ 


Shea spoke again. In the Wo- 
burn Street School addition, 
he said, they didn’t have to put 
in another boiler, and used exist- 
ing kitchen and cefeteria. 

His second point was that the 
schools had to do as they were 
in order to qualify for a nine- 
cent reimbursement for each hot 
lunch served.
